WITH THE COMMITTEES. 


The Land Grants Net EKarsed ot the Northern Pacific 
te be F oricited. 

Wasuineton, February 28.—The public 
lands committee of the house to day adopted 
a resolution providing for the forfeiture of all 
lands grapted to the Northern Pacific railroad 
company which were not earned by the com- 
pany within the time specified by the act 
making the grant. The vote was as follows: 

Yeas—Messrs. Cobb, Payson, Anderven, 
Hanley, Strait, Lewis and Scales Nays— 
Messrs. Belford, Oates, Van Eaton and 
Shaw. In preparing the bill declaring 
the forfeiture, the committee purpose 'reating 
purcnasers from tbe railroad company as 
though they were purchasers from the gov- 
ernment. The members of the committee 
sav that about 531 miles frem Duluth to 
Bismarck were completed ia the _ time 
specified in act, July 4th, 1879, and about 35,- 
000,000 acres will be forfeited if the biil 
passes as prepared by the committee. 

At the meeting of the democra'ic members 
of the waysand means committee, it was 
unanimously agreed to report a substitute for 
the Morrison tariff bill, The substitute is 
identical with the bill introduced by Mr 
Morrison except that the free list is confined 
to sait, coal and Jumber The other articles 
on the free list as prepared by Mr. Morrison 
will come under the proyision for 20 per 
cent horizontal reduc ion.

THE QUESTION RESUMED. 

In the Virginia house of delegates to day 
Mr. Armisted Green, colored, arose to a 
question of personal privilege, as the other 
colored members did yesterday, in relation 
to Congressman J. 8S »w ise’s statement before 
the Danville investigation committee at 
Washington, that when thecolored members 
of tiie legis!iature came to consult him they 
came to his kitchen. Green said: Mr. 
Spraker, I did notindulge in any remarks 
yesterday when the colored members arose 
to quesiluns of privilege. Because I did not 
say anything of course i was 
considered as acquiescing in what 
other cvlored members said. Well, perhaps 
this is so, as foras the Hon. John S. Wise is 
concerned. He meant members of the legis- 
lature, and celored members at that.

WISE TRYING TO EXPLAIN. 

John 8 Wise has furnisheu tor publication 
a card explaining his testimony before Sher- 
man’s Committee, in which he spoke of the 
colored legislators being received in his 
kiicien. He says that Senator Sherman 
asked whether the negroes demanded social 
equality in Virginia. I replied that they 
neither demanded nur expected it; that the 
colored people were, in my opinion, the gen- 
tlest, most affectionate and least obirusive 
race on earth; that the social conditions 
were well understood, and they were con- 
tent with them. ‘For example,’’ 
said I, colored member of the 
legislature had come to my 
house to see me about politics, and gone to 
the kitchen where l went to see him and 
taiked with him. The person referred to was 
one whose mother was in my emplhy. | 
merely mentioned this to show that the

THE INFERNAL MACHINES 
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Which Flay Havoe With the Evgiish Minss—A Dapn- 
gerous Valise. 

Lonpun, February 28 —The police bave dis- 
covered a large quan ity of explosives under- 
neath the Coarring Cross railway siation Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, home secretary 
stated in the house of commons to-day that a 
third infernal machine had been discovered 
at Paddington railway station. The machine 
was of American manufacture and contained 
dynamite. The detectives Have kept 
close watch on the resoris of 
the Irish nationalistsin London, but they 
have made no discoveries. It is be:ieved the 
dynamite conspiracy is managed wholly 
abroad, and that the conspira'ors hold no 
connection‘with the,Fenian or.National circles 
here. The London infernal machine, which 
was found at Paddington railway station, was 
inside a valixe attached to the cus; box. It 
consisted of a mass of twenty pounds of 
dynamite, in which was embedded an Amer- 
ican alarm clock and pistol, the hammer of 
which was elevated. 

Tue cloak room clerk at Charring Cross 
station, hearing a noise like the ticking of a 
clock, inside of a heavy valise, he forthwith 
handed the valise over to the police, who 
sent it to Woolwich. The valise contained a 
tin box with a quantity of dynamite 
fastened around it. Within the tin box 
was a clock movemgnt, connected with 
a loaded revolver and timed to run 
four hours before the discharging. Luckily, 
when the hammer of the revoiver had fallen 
the cartridge failed to explode, and the dis- 
aster wasthusaveried. The valise was de- 
posited in the cloak room on Monday night. 
it contained twenty pound of dynamite. It 
is believed that the conspirators intended 
that this machine should explode simulta- 
neously with thatat Victoria railway station.

Aw Ohio Negro Jalled And Fined for Violating the 
Murriege Luwe. 

To.trepo, February 28.—The case of Robert 
Bailey, colored, on trial for marrying a w ite 
girl, contrary to the law of 1840, which 
inposesa fineof $100 and three months’ 
imprisonment fora waite person marrying 
one of negro blood, or vice Versa, 
was tried here to-day. A demurrer 
was filed by the defense that ihe law was 
unconstitutional under the fourteenth 
amendment. The ju ge dismissed the de- 
mutrer, holding that the law did not legislate 
in favor of the white race, imposing. the same 
penalty on a person of either race marrying a 
woman of the opposite race. Bailey was 
found guilty and given the full penalty of the 
law given above.

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Garfield Cinimed to Have Preveated 
War Over the Keturna, 

WasHincton, February 23.—Senator-elect 
Blackburn, at a dinner party last week, gave 
an interesting secret chapter of political bis- 
tory in Weshingtun during the first days of 
March, 1877.- This story he had from the lips 
of General Garfield himself. The incideut 
was related in the presence ~,of 
himself, Alexander H. Stephens, 
and a number of cther prominent house 
members at a convivial meeting where the 
eventtul winter of 1876 and 1377 was being 
discussed. The conversation turned upon 
the imminent danger the country was io dur- 
ing tne cioslng days of February and the first 
of March before the struzgie was finally de- 
cided and Hayes counted in. It was agreed 
by all that if it has not been for the great self- 
control of the memoers uf both parties and 
the real patriotism of the demecrats a civil 
war would certainly have broken out. General 
Garfield bere came ig witha strain of h'gb 
compliment for the democrats. He said 
that perhaps none of them really knew how 
great the danger was, and added that. he 
thought he w-sthe means of suppressing a 
resolution of folly upon the parcof bis re- 
publican brethren, which, if carried oa’, 
would have certainly resulted in a bloody 
outhreak. 

“Nuow,”’ said General Garfield, “‘as we are 
talking among ourselves as gentlemen and 
not as politicians, | have no hesita‘ion in 
giviog you the proof whatI have just as- 
serted.”’ 

Instantly there was the most profound a’- 
tention. Garfield said, after a moments 
pause to light a fresh cigar, that there was a 
panic among the republican leaders upon 
the day preceding tne final counting 
in of Hays by the house. It was 
believed by them at the time that the filibus- 
ters would be able to de‘eat the count, and 
leave the country, upon March 4th, without

His objections were not listened to until he 
said that if this resolution was persisted in he 
should go to the telegraph offi xe and denoanes 
the whole thing to the pubiie. 

There are many people in Washington who 
wouid be slow to believe that Garfield had 
the moral courage to do what he described as 
having done with so mach particularity, bat 
tnat such a military plao was conceived by 
Grant and afterward abandoned, is undeoubt- 
edly true.

GUILTY K'NSELLA 
Makcs Atesement eon “te Desthded ter Hi 
Crimes. 


New York Correspondent Caoicago Tiibune, 
Taomas Kinseils, who edited tne Brooklya 
Eagle, and who iast week died and was 
buried, lived a singular life, some of the 
Strangest eccentricities of which baye pat 
come to light in the papers hereway. His 
plucky fight for recognition; his climb from 
a common ‘case’ of the type-setter in the 
office through allthe intermediate wr 
to that of editor-in-chief an man- 
ager—all this has been dwelt on—but his 
matrimonial and theological versatility the 
local papers bave dropped a veil over. Kin- 
sella was as [rishman anda Cathvlic, as wis 
his first wife, who bore him five daughters. 
All went weil till he fellin with the wife of 
a politician and office holder of local celeo- 
rity, known as Tom Fields Of ber be be- 
came deeply enamored,and:f era shor: coart- 
ship, as it were, divorces were obtained, at his 
instigation, all around, and Mr. Kinsella and 
Mrs. Fields were duly married by Henry 
Ward Beecher. Fields brought suit against 
Kinsella for alienating the affections of his 
wife, and won the suit, the jury awarding 
him $50,000. He deciared that he didn’t 
want the money for himself, but wanted to 
deposit it in the name of bis erring spouse, for 
her to use whenever her new admirer should 
desert her. This he did, and the $50,000 has 
been on interest ever since, till last week. 

Mr. Kiasella’s daughters abandoned him 
and followed the mi-+fortunese of their cast off 
mother; while heand *‘Mrsa Fields Kinselia,’’ 
au she bas always been calied in Brooklyn, 
took a bigh-priced pew in Mr. Beecher’s 
church, of which they became m mbers. This 
all happened some years ago, and Mr. Kin- 
sella was an ardent supporier of the great 
Plymouth pastor during bis trials. 

When Mr. Kinseila was brought face to face 
with death in his lastiliness he sent fer Mr. 
Beecher, who came and prayed with him, 
and talked with him butit did not seem to 
“go to the spot,” he said. The old menacés 
of the hfe tou come which had been instilled 
into him by the Catholic church when a 
child rose imperatively before him. He was 
afraid to die, and he admitted it. 

His latest wife guarded his haunted bedside, 
but he indaced seme friend to carry a note to 
a Catbolie priest with whom he was well ac- 
quainted, The pris‘ came, but could notget 
in. Mrs, ‘Fields’. Kinsella assored him that 
if she wanted him she would send for him,tbuat 
that at present bis services were supe: fluous, 
He retreated re!uctautly, was again suaimoned 
and buldly made bis way (o thesick man’s bed- 
side. Kinsella wan'ed confession, commun- 
ion, baptism and the rights of the Catholic 
church The caller told him he could not 
be buried asa Cathulic. except by speedy re- 
pentance of his sins, especially the sin of put- 
ting away his wife and warrying another. He 
was in mortal agony audjmorta! fear, He said 
he would do as he was told, Uader the ur- 
gency of bis spiritual adviser he 
cailed Mrs. ‘“‘Fields,”’ Kinsella into tbe 
room and formally discarded her, and 
orjered her to pack up and leave, and thea 
his former wife was recalled to bis bedside, 
The will was changed.

THE CYCLONE DEBATE. 

As congress had recently appropriated a 
large sum for the relief of the flood-sufferers 
of the Ohio valley, Senator Ransom of North 
Carolina concluded that a modest appropria- 
tion for the relief of the cyclone sufferers of 
his and other southern states would not be 
untimely or unjust or unconstitutional, He 
therefore introduced a resolution to appro, 
priate $100,000 to be expended by the sec- 
retary of war for the relief of the cyc'one suf- 
ferers in North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia and Alabama. In presenting it 
Mr. Ransom stated that in all bis 
experience and reading he could not recall a 
calamity in this country so destructive of 
life and property as the one that crossed four 
states on the 19:hof February. He present- 
ed some of its appalling features. Governor 
Brown added that although the country had 
often been visited by cyclones, it had never 
known one of like destruction. The destruc- 
tion, he said, was simply terrific. He there- 
fore thought an appropriation by congress 
would be appropriate and eminently proper. 
Mr. Pugh, of Alabama, sustained this view of 
the case. Mr. Harris, of Tennessee, 
thought, however, that the  constitu- 
tional powers of congress forbid the 
adoption of such a resoluiion, and 
Mr. Morgan of Alabama took a similar view 
of the resolution. At this stage of the discus- 
sion Mr. Garland spoke in defense of the con- 
stitutionality of the proposed appropriation. 
The Arkansas senator is considered the best 
lawyer in the senate, and if the resolution 
should come up again he would undoubtedly 
be ready to show that congress has power to 
make such an appropriation. To use hisown 
terse words, congress can relieve the storm- 
stricken as well as the flood-stricken. Mr. 
Voorhees also asked an earnest and practical 
consideration of the resolution at 
the earliest possible moment. Mr. Ransom 
closed the debate, and in the course of his 
remarks he puid his respects to the two sena- 
tors that had opposed the resolution. He 
said: *‘No senator, no man, can respect the 
conscientious convictions of constitutional 
duty of my friend from Tennessee more than 
Ido, and I hope I may be permitted to say 
thatit gives me very great pleasure to know 
that no appeais have yet come from Tennes- 
see Or reached the ears of my friend from Al- 
abama for the relief ef the people in their 
respective states. I was rejoiced greatly to 
learn that the people of either of those states 
have not suffered so deeply or are 
so far relieved from want that this 
assistance will not be necessary for them. 
It is due to the people whom I, with my col- 
league, represent on this floor to say that no 
appeal has come to me from them to ask the 
Congress of the United Sates for succor to 
their distressed fellow-citizens; but I 
not waited fora formal appeal. I shall wait 
fornmo such appeal. When I saw from the 
public prints of North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, and Alabama, and those re 
ports reflected in every newspaper in the 
country, that five hundred people had been 
killed in one night, that hundreds of fami 
hes, thousands ef women and children, 
poor, helpless, shivering, and suffering, 
were left without shelter for the day or night, 
and left without food for aa hour, many of 
them stripped of the last piece of clothing 
that they had, their houses scattered by the 
winds for miles, every vestige of property that 
they had lost, their children suttering for 
bread, their neighbors unable to help them, 
private charity not equa. to its great desire to 
do its duty, | am glad, sir, that I did not wait 
for any petition to come to me from that 
people to remind me of my duty. AndI 
think the senate will syimpatiize with mein 
that regard.’’ The joiat resolution was then 
referred to the committee on appropriations.

FRUIT CUL: URE IN THE SOUTH. 
Puceessful Competition with the Weat Iadies ian Grow- 
ivg Tropical Fruits. 

From the Washington Post. 

-*rofessor C. V, Riley, entomologist of the agri- 
cultural department, has just returned from a trip 
in southern Georgiaand Florida. During his trip 
he was presentat the exposition of the Georgia 
State agricultural society, at Savannah, 
where hedelivered an address. He also attended 
the Florida state horticultural society fair, at Jack- 
sonville, Florida. 

‘What was the chief object of your visit south?’’ 
asked the Post, 

“I went toconsult with eg2nts of the department 
who have been experimentiog to obtain tbe best 
means of destroying the various insect pes's that ef- 
fect the orange tree. Mr. H.G Hubbard, of Cres- 
cent City, Florida, has nearly finished a speciai re- 


port upon the subject which will show that m+th- 
ods for their complete destruction have beeu dis- 
covered. The fruit growers ot clorida have already 
profited by these discoveries For instance, the 
rust which is often seen on oranges and which de- 
creases their market value by about one dol'ar per 
crate is now defiuitely proven to be the effect ofa 
mite This miteis very susceptible to sulphur and 
kerosene and miik, which, if judiciously applied 
early in the seasou, will preserve the brightness of 
the ‘ruit.’’

‘the severe frosts have not seriously affected the 
trees on the St. John’s riveror around Crescent 
lake, but the fruit is somewhat damaged.’’

TALES OF ADVENTURE. 


A Scrap or Parer.—‘‘Speaking of  cir- 
cumstantial evidence,’ said a gentle- 
man from Contra Costa county, 
yesterday toa reporter of the Independent. 
with woom he had been talking about the 
Marky murder trial, ‘‘cails to my mind the 
conviction of Robert Lyle in my county, last 
January, of the murderof Patrick Sullivan, 


and I consider it about the strangest case, 
and one on which there was the best detec- 
tive work done thatit was ever my fortune to 
meet with. Itisa famous case and has oc- 
cupied the courts since the year 1881, and 
gave the officers more trouble to securea 
conviction than adozen other ordinary mur- 
der cases. They had bardly anything to 
work on at first, but stuck to it with the per- 
sistence of bloodhounds on track of a victim, 
finally securing a conviction almost wholly 
on the finding of a small piece of newspa- 
per.” | 

The reporter became interested, and sug- 
gested that the gentleman give an account of 
the affair, which he did in the following lan 
guage: 

“Sullivan was a prosperous farmer and 
stock raiser, living on Wildest creek, in the 
southern part of Contra ,Costa county, 
and Lyle was a near neigh or. The latter 
was always getting into trouble wtih his 
neighbors and going to law, particularly with 
Sullivan. In these suits he was generally 
on the wrong side of the question, and, oi 
course, got worsted, which en- 
raged him to such a degree that he was inju- 
dicious enough to make threats against Suili- 
van's life, at one time telling the latter’s son 
that his father would fail to come home some 
night. On the morning of the day of the 
murder Sullivan left his home with bis team 
and wentto town, where he had a trifling 
lawsuit with Lyle before a justice of the 
peece, in which he was beaten, The prophe- 
sy of Lyle was fulfilled, for Suilivan never re- 
turned to his homealive. The next morning 
he was found dead, with his team ina field 
not far from his home, his arm hanging over 
the whitlletree and his body lylng upon the 
ground The first conclusion was thatthe 
team had runaway with him, thrown him 
out, dragged him and broken his neck. This 
theery was strengthened by the fact that 
there was a plainly-marked trail for 250 yards, 
evidentiy made by his body. No marksof 
blood were on his clothes, and no evidence 
thata crime had been committed. At the 
inquest, when the clothes of the dead man 
were removed, it was found that he had been 
murdered by some one who had shot him in 
the back. Several of the shots bad entered 
his body, one of them penetrating the heart 
andtwo ofthem embedding themselves in 
the oack ofthe wagon-seat. I attended the 
trial and took a great interest init. He was 
heard to psss the house of a man named Da- 
visabout 9 Qg’clock on the night of the mur 
der. The road psssed near the house of Lyle, 
so that if the Jatter so desired he could he in 
ambush and kill him. 

“When the cfiicer examined the spot 

where the murder was committed they 
found the fvot-erints of a man leading 
to and from Lyle’s house over. the 
ploughed ground to ihe place 
where Sullivan had fallen out of his wagon. 
Thev at once suspicioned that Lyle had some- 
thing todo with the crime and went to his 
house, where be was found cating bis din- 
ner. They told him that he was suspected of 
the murder and that they were there to make 
aninvestigation. ‘I have expected this,’ said 
he. ‘because | have had so much difficulty 
with Sullivan.’ He then told the officers to 
go ahead and make theirsearch, and that 
they would not find anything criminating 
about his place. On two pegs on the wall the 
officers found a double barreled shotgun, one 
of the barrels of which was moist on the in- 
side. and had evidently been recently dis- 
charged. Some buckshot were found,althougb 
Lyle denied having any, and on the shelf by 
the buckshot was found e crumpled piece o: 
the San Francisco Call, a part of which was 
torn off. Lyle was arrested and lodged in jail 
at*Martinez, af‘er which one of the officers 
took the prisoner’a boots and went to the 
scene of the supposed ambush, where he 
found in the brush alongside,he road the im- 
srints of a man’s knees. he boots were 
ound to fit the tracks in the soft ground per- 
fectiv, and at this stage of the investigation 
the Alameda officers offered to hand over the 
case to the Contra Costa cfficers, but were de- 
tailed by the district attorney to work it up. 

“The officer continued the weaving of the 
chain of circumstautial evidence and again 
returned to the sceneof the murder He went 
tothe place where the tracks of the man’s 
knees bad been found, and about thirty feet 
from that spot found a small piece of paper 
that had evidently been used as wadding for 
agun. It wasa bit of newspaper, crumpled 
and powder-burned, but not so much so that 
the print could not be plainly read. At the 
trial the busines manager of the Call identi- 
fied the piece of paper a3 a p2rt an acver 
tisement tnat had beep printed in 
the paper on the same day and cate 
asthe peper found in Lyte’s house. This 
littie innocent-looking piece of paper was 
what completed the cbain cf circumstantial 
evidence and consigned Lyle to San Quentin. 
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ani not denied, that 
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mur fer, bet the hours of $ and 9 o’ clock, 
& woman's screems and entreaties bad been 
beard, issuing from Lyle’s house. It is sup- 
— that it was Mrs. Lyle, who knew that 

er husband was starting out to 
kill Sullivan, aod tried to pre- 
vent his going. Notwithstanding 
the plain evidence in the place it took three 
trials to convict the cold-blooded murderer, 
and the last jury found bim guilty of murder 
in the first degree, a verdict thet caused great 
dissatisfaction. I don’: generally believe in 
hanging a man on circumstantial evidence, 
but that chain wasso s'rong that no doubt 
could be entertained of his guilt. As a 
Strange case, it beats anything in Ualifornia’s 
circumstantial history:”’—Siockton (Cal.) In- 
dependent. 
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Ovutow a Beak Hent.—A direpatch from 
Kans, Pa,, says: One of the o'dest residents 
of this village is Mr. Joseph Jones. He is an 
eccentric oid fellow, and svends nearly all 
his time with his gun. He was 66 this fall. 
At the age of twelve he was a crack shot, and 
but few in this vicinity could theu beat him. 
This place was then little better than an un- 
broken wilderness, in which roamed thou- 
sands of deer, bears, panthers, and other wiia 
animals. Mr. Jones says he bas shot and 
killed over 3.500 deer, 325 bears, besides a 
great many panthers, wildcats and cata- 
mounts. Mr. Jones spends several weeks 
every fallin a small hut be bas built in the 
midst of the forests, going there just as soon 
as the law permits deer hunting He hada 
remarkable tussle with a big bear the other 
day in which be vanquished the beast but 
received serious injuries himself. While 
crossing a marsha mile from his cabin he 
discovered footprints of a bear. He soon 
found bruin’s homein a cave in a rocky 
ridze a few hundred feet away, and on a bed 
of leaves were lying two little cubs no bigzer 
than kittens, He had captured the prize 
and was retreating when he encountered an 
immense she bear, the mother of the cubs, 
who bad scented thestranger. Before Mr. 
Jones could draw his rifle to bis shoulder the 
animal was upon him, and, grasping him 1D 
her paws, gave such a terrible squeeze that 
he fainted, when the bear, thinking him 
dead, released her grip) He fortunately re- 
gained his coasciousness quickly, and, while 
tue old bear was playing with her cubs, the 
plucky hunter drew bis rifle aud shot her in 
thesde. The bullet did not strike the ani- 
mal’s heart, and as the brute dashed at him 
again Jones drew his hunting knife, and with 
one bold stroke nearly severed the bear's 
head from ber body. Congratulating himself 
upon his escape, the hunter picked up tbe 
cubs and started homeward. He had gone 
but a sbort distance, however, when be met 
another bear, the mate of the one be had just 
killed. His rifle was unloaded. Unasheathing 
his clasp knife as the beast approached bim, 
he plunged itinto his throat, but he had 
caught him forthe fatalhug. It was a strug- 
gie tor life or death, and the brave bunter 
fought desperately During the struggle the 

air reached the edge ofa cliff fully a hun- 
bred feet high and slopieg atan angle of 45 
degrees down to a small creek. As the 
animal grabbed Jones they slid over the edge 
of the slope and began rolling down. Jones 
was carried with the bear, and every foot of 
the distance traversed added to their velocity. 
When they reached the foot of the s!ope they 
struck against atree, killing the bear and 
breaking two of Jones’s ribs and dislocating 
hisrightarm. Hewas picked upin an in- 
sensible condition and brought to his home 
in the village. The male bear he killed 
weighed 484 pounds,

The storm was atits worst about ten o’clock. 
The rain which preceded the rushing winds 
drove everybody into their bouses, and as a 
pa’ ural cons+quence, only a small proportion 
of the losses c uld beascertained.

A peculisr freak of the wind occurred at 
McCowos & Meakin’s machine shop fon the 
Georgia raiiroad, In their yard they have 
two long hvuses side by side. They 
are buiit north and south, and the sides 
face the east and west. The houses 
are the same length and have only a few feet 
between them. Wednesday night the wind 
came from tre west, and of course struck the 
house farthest west first, but without hurting 
it The other house, huwever, did not get off 
so easily and was twisted and torn to pieces, 
One end was thrown entirely from its 
foundation and the probabilities are that the 
building will have to be rebuilt entirely 
The building which was not burtand which 
was a ‘‘wind brake’’ for the one that was 
ruined was old and was worth about $75. The 
one that was knocked outof time was new 
and was worth fully $800. Messrs, McCombs 
and Meskin want Ww know how the wind 
sould get at the house without tearing the 
old one down first. 

The only lauguable thingconnected with the 
storm happened at Beiser’s saloon on Deca- 
tur street. Quite a number of ‘the boys” 
had gatherea in the salvon to seek shelter 
from the storm. Between drinks they told 
yarns and laugoed and didn’t carewhich way 
the wind blew. Suddenly a blastcame along 
wrich tore the heavy wooden and tin 
awning from in front of Dr. 
Martin's drug store. Tae rattling tin was 
heard ip the bar and “the boys” with glasses 
half way between the counter and their 
mouths, stopped to listen. Then dilating 
eyes and nervous fingers told plainly that they 
did not know what next to expect. but when 
the wind flang the awning with great force 
on top of the bar ‘‘the boys’’ thought their 
last roll esil was here and dropping upon 
their knees they asked forgiveness for the 
past and promised betier for the future. The 
heavy pieces of wood to which the tin was 
nailed were actual'y driven through the wall 
of Mr. B-iser’s house and his chimueys Were 
knocked down. 

Hendrix & Pyle, the contractors and build- 
ers ai 95 Pryor street, bad three cottages, loca- 
ted in the northern part of the city, 
blown over. Tae houses were small, but were 
new. They were unoccupied. 

Isaac Hooper’s stable on Cooper street was 
blown entirely from its foundation and the 
mud or its sides induce the belief that it was 
turned over. There were a cow and a horse 
in the stable and notwitbstanviog the fact 
that the stable rested on its side all night the 
horse and cow remained in their stalls. When 
taken out yesterday morning the borse was 
slightly scratched but was not hurt. The cow 
was wholly unharmed. 

A tree was blown across one of Mr. George 
Lowe’s houses on Haynes street. The tree 
fell squarely across tbe roofof the ell and 
crushed itin. Tne damage can only be re- 
paired by er cting a newe . ; 

Three small houses in Mechanicsville were 
blown over. They were all occupied by col- 
dred people, but no one was hurt. 

A four room house on Bradley street was 
thrown from i’s foundation. It was occupied 
bya family named Wright. In_ doing the 
acrobatic act the house was so badly twisted 
thatthe door couid not be opened, and the 
family bad to crawl out of a window. The 
room in which the family were sitting when 
the calamity came waa heated by a stove, 
which was thrown over as the house went. 
Wright’s wife was slightly scorched by the 
stove. ; 

Patrolman Holland, who lives on Spencer 
street, lost nearly all bis fence. His house 
rocked with the wind, and the patrolman in 
bis sleep began dreaming that he was a child 
again, and awoke bis wife by singing: 

“Rock a by baby on thetree top, _ e 
When the wina blows the crasile will rock. 

Fences in all parts of the city went down 
before the wind, but in most cases they were 
Old and infirm. 

The loss, all told, will not exceed $1,500. 
Nearly every bouse that went over Wes 1p some 
way insecure.

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A BOAT ON THE RIVER. 


THE CHATTAHOOCHEE FLOATING 
A STec&RN WHEELER. 


Pwo Young Farmers Take a Fiat Boat, Rig it Up 
With e Six Horse Power Eagine anda Stern 
Wheel and Begin Business as Steam- 
boat Proprietors-Tne First Trip. 


The first boat run by steam on the Chatta- 
hoochee river north of Franklin, Heard 
county, bas just successfully comp'eted her 
first trip. On last Tuesday the boat made the 
trip from Adaholi’s ferry to the Georgia Pa- 
cific bridge, a distance of about fifteen miles, 
in about two hours and a half, carrying back 
six tonsof guano. The boatisa very crude one, 
but it demonstrates the fact that a great por- 
tion of the river heretofore considered un. 
navigable, is navigable for small river steam- 
ers or could be made so very easily. 


_ The boat was made by two yonng men liv- 
ing on the river near Adaholt's ferry, Messrs 
W E Cantrell and F F. Dupree. Neither 
of them are mechanics, both of them being 
plain farmers. The bu:iding of the boat came 
about in this manner: They were runninga 
steam gin, and after the ginning season be- 
came dull and their engine wus standing 
idle they determined to see if they could not 
make it bring their guano from market. 
They procured a common flat-boat and 
mounted their engine, a smail six horse 
power farm engine, on it. Then, with re 
warkable ingeouity, they constructed a stern 
wheel with paddies, [Toen, calling into 
service the shafting and belting used in run- 
ning their gin, they connected the engine 
with the paddies. Then they made a rud- 
der. They were then ready for the first 
trial. Taking on board with theman expe 
rienced mechanic, they made the trial. 
Everything worked splendidly. Then, on 
Tuesday mornivg they made the first trip 
for freight. In two hours and a haif they 
were at. th Georgia Pacific bridge. 
Here they stopped and took on six 
tors of guano previously shipped 
there for them. On their return their wood 
gave out, and they were forced to float back 
down to Adsholt’s ferry: However, they 
made the trip io much quicker time and as 
safely and with less inconvenience than 
could have been done wit wagoas, besides 
hauling at one load of the boat as much as 
‘en wagons could have carried over the 
country roads. They could have 
made a much  0Obetter time had the 
shape of the boatallowed it. It beingonlya 
flat-boat, in going swiftly upstream tie water 
would rue over the head biock of the boat, 
and on that accouat they were forced to move 
slowly. The river is very rough in places be- 
tween the ferry and the dridge—in fact, much 
rougher thau for sixty miles below the ferry 
It is said that the boat could get down 
to Franklin, and there could connect 
with the boats that ply regularly between 
West Point andthat piace. [bus the river 
could be made navigable from Iceville to 
West Puint, a distance of about one hundred 
miles. It is very certain thatin the spring 
when the water is high they could reach 
Franklio 

If the river could be made navigable for 
these small steamers, a very rich section of 
country thatispowsbut out from Atlanta 
would be opened to her trade and her 
merchants would reap large benefits from it. 
This boat makes another trip to-morrow and 
willcarry six tons of guanoto Mr. James 
M. Wilson’s placeon the river, A prom 
inent merchant said yesterdey that he had 


orders for a hundred tons of guano from the 


farmers along the river, all to be delivered by 
the boat. Messrs. Cantrell & Dupree will add 


some machinery to their boat, and will make 


regular trips between’ the Georgia Pacific 
bridge and Adaholt’s ferry.
